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3-Way Station Levelled 
By Early Morning Fire 


A pre-dawn fire on Tuesday of 
this week levelled the 3-Way Sta¬ 
tion on Vulcan’s outskirts and en¬ 
dangered for a time the nearby 
five-unit motel. Both establish¬ 
ments were owned by Norman 
Scotney. 

No cause has been found for the 
blaze which enveloped the garage 
and while partial insurance was 
carried, the loss will be more 
severe as new winter shipments of 
tires, anti-freeze, oils and com¬ 
plete parts inventory had been re¬ 
ceived recently. 

Luckily no one was injured dur¬ 
ing the fire. No attempt was pos¬ 
sible to remove two used tractors, 
one with a front-end loader, and 
a 1954 truck from the inferno. 
Total loss is estimated at about 
$75,000. 

The garage, which houses the 
Cockshutt agency and carries 
Canadian Oil Company products, 
was closed at approximately mid¬ 
night Monday and the fire was 
first spotted by a Canadian Paci¬ 
fic Express driver on a Calgary- 
Lethbridge run. He wheeled his 
tandem trailer up to the police of¬ 
fice where a guard on duty phoned 
Constable Moyer who sent in the 
alarm at 5:10 a.m. 

Within minutes 22 of the 23- 
member Vulcan Fire Department 
had two rigs at the scene but the 
main building was beyond saving 
so efforts were turned towards 
protecting the motel which runs 
at right angles to the garage, about 
30 feet distance. 

One truck with 450 gallon tank 
was used to spray the end of the 
motel while the other was used to 
run hose from the nearest cistern 
across the tracks. Other firemen 
mere deployed putting out small 
fires which broke out among the 
many combines which ringed the 
property, the result of burning 
fragments being blown from the 
fire. 

All the while explosions were 
occuring among oil cans and anti¬ 
freeze drums but the major threat 
was the danger of the underground 
storage tanks going up. The two 
tanks have 6,000 gallon capacity 
and only a few hundred gallons 
were in them at the time. Flames 
came from the top of the vent pipe 
which runs up the side of the 
building but air could not get down 
to the tanks to cause combustion. 
Another danger was that the ad¬ 
jacent wall would collapse on the 
vent pipe breaking it at ground 
level and causing another danger¬ 
ous situation. 

A light wind blowing from the 
south-west kept the extreme heat 
from the two gas pumps and al¬ 
though scorched, the pumps, a 
safe, a pop dispenser and heating 
unit were about the only recog¬ 
nizable objects other than the 


truck and tractors, when the fire 
died down. 

Firemen were forced back 
several times when drums of anti¬ 
freeze or oil ignited sending 
streams of flame above the main 
blaze. 

So far no starting point of the 
fire has been established. The 
building was heated by gas and 
had normal machinery and electri¬ 
cal appliances used in garages. 

Early in the fire there was dan¬ 
ger from live, burning power lines 
but power officials quickly cut off 
the supply as did the gas company 
with their lines. 

Hot ashes and fragments from 
the fire were reported travelling 
as far away as the Nelson Jami¬ 
son farm along the highway north 
of town. 

Three of the five cabins of the 
motel were occupied, including the 
one closest to the fire but none 
of the residents were aware of 
what was happening. The Scotney 
family live in the third cabin. 

There was no basement to the 
garage but the upstairs area 
housed a large amount of the 
Scotneys’ household furnishings, ir¬ 
replaceable personal effects, and 
company papers, all of which were 
destroyed. 

Ironically, the safe door had been 
left slightly ajar but the contents 
were unharmed. Even a carton of 
cigars had only their plastic ends 
curled from the heat. An estimated 
20 cases of pop a few feet from 
the safe were melted down to a 
series of small lumps. 

Norman Scotney opened h i s 
original 40 foot oy 60 foot garage 
in 1951 and built his business 
through the intervening years until 
two years ago an addition was 
built to the garage, doubling its 
size. In the years 1958 and 1959 
3-Way Station Ltd. won a plaque 
in recognition as high volume 
dealer for the Calgary branch of 
the Cockshutt Company. 

A staff of six was employed at 
the garage and Mr. Scotney said 
all would be retained and take 
part in the rebuilding of the gar¬ 
age which he hopes will take place 
Immediately. The objective is to 
have temporary premises set up 
before winter arrives. 

Two mechanics, Art Connelly 
and John Hobbonoff, lost valuable 
sets of tools in the fire. It is not 
known if these were covered by 
insurance. 

A much appreciated gesture was 
made by Ed Smith of the B-A Ser¬ 
vice across the highway who had 
hot coffee ready for the chilled 
firemen at the conclusion of their 
duties.

Value of Gas Export 


Natural gas is destined to be an important 
earner of foreign exchange in the years ahead, ac¬ 
cording to the current Commercial Letter published 
by The Canadian Bank of Commerce. Long-term con¬ 
tracts have been negotiated with purchasers in the 
United States and the earnings “will not be subject 
to the vicissitudes of a fluctuating demand.” 

The addition of substantial export demands to 
the growing domestic market for natural gas is foster¬ 
ing the growth of a major industry. Natural gas sales 
last year earned $67.6 million for producers, but by 
1962 (the first year after large-scale export de¬ 
liveries) revenues will increase to some $182 million, 
according to estimates, and by 1968 may be over $250 
million, the Letter says. 

At the same time, the manufacture of pipe and 
processing of natural gas by-products will bring about 
greater diversification in the economy of Western 
Canada. 

The development of new markets and the ability 
to meet future domestic needs are dependent on the 
availability of existing and future proved reserves, 
the Letter says. 

The Borden Commission in 1958 stated that each 
new application for a license to export natural gas 
must be reviewed in the light of our own future needs. 
But known reserves are increasing at such a rate an¬ 
nually that some authorities estimate an ultimate re¬ 
covery of 250 trillion cubic feet from the western 
fields. 

Some indication of the size of these reserves can 
be gained from the fact that a trillion cubic feet would 
supply the needs of Calgary (Population 230,000) for 
nearly 40 years, the Letter says. 


OREGON, like other states in the U.S., has an 
unemployment problem. Unlike other states, however, 
Oregon takes the view that those out of jobs and 
drawing county relief, should be required to work for 
the assistance given them. 

Eight counties in Oregon have already tried the 
scheme, with spectacularly successful results. Wel¬ 
fare recipients who have been given work by the 
county authorities have shown a marked improvement 
in morale. Chronic loafers have been cut off local 
relief rolls. Many jobless have promptly found suit¬ 
able employment on their own. And county welfare 
costs have been sharply reduced. 

It is a pity that no such principle applies to the 
unemployment insurance scheme here in Canada.
